Dams Go, Trains Halted, 
Floods Sweep Houses 
Away and Power Fails.

At least 127 persons died last 
night in a devastating gale and 
tidal wave which smashed across 
the northeastern coast with tre- 
mendous force. Property damage 
mounted into millions of dollars. 


Besides the 100 known dead. 
more than that many were miss- 
ing. On Long Island alone 90 per- 
sons were unaccounted for as 
searchers dug into wreckage 
through the night. The toll of 
missing in the hard hit New Eng- 
land states could not be estimated. 

Of the dead, 80 were in Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, Connec- 
ticut and New Hampshire: the oth- 


|é€rs were Long Island residents. 


Washington coast guard head- 
quarters estimated between 500 
and 700 vessels were lost, sunk 
or driven ashore. The vessels 


mainly were ‘small fishing, pleas- 
ure or work craft. 


Thousands of square miles of 
rich lands were inundated, houses 
were swept away, electric light 
systems were paralyzed and high- 
ways were flooded in the furious 
grasp of the storm. Damages were 
mounting at the rate of $1,000,000 
an hour. 

Commander William M. Wolfe, 
of the coast guard, reported “a 
severe loss of life’ in the area 
from Moriches to Easthampton, 
over which sea water poured. At 
least six bodies were found but 
Wolfe said he could not estimate 
the total dead, though it might be 
great. 

100 Miles an Hour. 

Sweeping up from the south, 
the lashing wind and rain side- 
swiped New Jersey, swept through 
New York and Long Island and 
then for many hours gathered 
and spent its fury on New Eng- 
land, reaching a velocity of 100 
miles an hour. 

Some of the most populous cen- 
ters of the country were struck 
—New Haven, Hartford, Boston, 
Providence — and thrown into 
chaos, cut off from the outside 
world.

A NEW CHAMPIONSHIP 

Robert T. Jones Jr., Atlanta’s best-known 
citizen, yesterday accepted the chairmanship of 
the 16th annual Community Chest campaign. 

When Bobby Jones was winning golf cham- 
pionships he never failed to say that he could 
not decide which gave him the most satisfac- 
tion, winning the championships or coming 
back home to Atlanta and to his friends. 

It is that feeling of genuine affection for 
his city which brought him to accept the heavy 
responsibility of. heading a Community Chest 
campaign. 

His acceptance will reach more people than 
would that of any other man who might have 
been considered. There are few Atlantans, if 
any, who do not know his name. There is none 
that does not respect it. The fact that he is 
heading the Community Chest drive will give 
it an impetus it has not had in years merely 
because of the magic in the name of the man 
who was such a great champion and who made 
his name synonymous with good sportsmanship 
and manhood in most of the nations of the 
world, If the caddies at old St. Andrews Golf 
Club learn of this they may send a donation 
from the cradle of golf to Atlanta’s Community 
Chest. He is that well beloved there. 

For some years now, the annual drive has 
fallen short. Efforts to obtain sufficient funds 
to meet the minimum needs of the 33 member 
agencies have failed with an inevitable curtail- 
ment of work. 

The Constitution believes that this year the 
fund will be over-subscribed. In taking the 
chairmanship, Bobby Jones demonstrated his 
high regard for his duties as a citizen and his 
real affection for his city. In accepting he said: 
“I agree to undertake the responsibility in the 
belief the people of Atlanta will help me. It is 
a big job and no man can do it alone. Itisa 
job that calls for the best efforts of a lot of 
people and I am counting on that kind of help.” 

He will get it. Bobby Jones has done much 
for Atlanta in years that are past. Now he 
will do a bigger job than before. 


PLANNING THE FUTURE 

A measure of independence and a road to 
better living is sought for the Georgia city of 
Boston. The agricultural and industrial de- 
velopment commission has requested that the 
Public Works Administration aid in the expan- 
sion of farm services through a loan and grant 
for the construction of ten plants for the proc- 
essing and sale of foodstuffs. 

The story of today and of the past is cast in 
simple words—the new buildings would be con- 
structed along a railroad frontage now occupied 
by an abandoned power house and an old cot- 
ton gin. 

The story of tomorrow will be written in the 
determination of the people themselves to re- 
build their existence around co-operation in 
marketing. Out of the past they have nothing 
tangible. For the future they propose to erect 
prosperity by their own work, and in their own 
way. Of that future Georgia may be assured, 
for the plans of the development commission 
envisage a new measure of service by the peo- 
ple of that section for the people of other sec- 
tions. 

It must be hoped that the structures for 
which $282,355 is sought will be models for other 
sections of the state. For it is in this way 
Boston will re-attain balance in an economy 
that has withered until today the people must 
look to other centers fgr much of the means of 
existence. These other centers will not suffer, 
for the prosperity of Boston is entwined with 
that of their own sections and they will not long 
prosper in such 4 dwindling economy. 

The example of Boston is but another in- 
stance of the co-operation through which Geor- 
gia can create a richness of life hitherto but a 
dream.

THE PEOPLE HAVE SPOKEN 

The phenomenon of 1938 politics generally 
termed the “purge” has now run its course, 
with the last target of liberal opposition de- 
feated by a New Deal candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for congressman from the 
16th New York district, John J. O’Connor, 
chairman of the powerful house rules commit- 
tee, apparently has little chance to return to 
congress even though returns place him in the 
lead for the Republican nomination. He was 
entered in both races. 

It is well that the so-called “purge” is over. 
It was not, in its political application, an Amer- 


ican word, and just as the attacks on moderate 


senators and the lone congressman, O’Connor, 
were unfortunate, so also was the selection of 
the word “purge.” : 

So that it is well.over, and, one must hope, 
buried.. The opposition to those selected for 
elimination, was cast upon an idealistic plane. 
So also was the fight for the return of these 
moderates to the legislative halls of the land. 
The verdict is now in, Senators Smith, George 
and Tydings will again be members of the up- 
per house. Congressman O’Connor will no 
longer represent his district, which sprawls 
through New York’s east side, shading ‘from the 
splendor of Park avenue apartments to the 
bitter squalor of the tenements. The Republican 
vote in this particular New York district will 
not total more than one-third of the Demo- 
cratic strength. 

Since the opening of this year’s campaign- 
ing, many new problems have arisen to con- 
front the country. Some of the old have been 
intensified. Business is beginning to shake off 
the shackles of depression and to find its way 
again along the paths to employment and to 
dividends, with the possibility that next year 
will’ see the national income level around the 
$70,000,000,000 mark at which a normal prosper- 
ity pace is usually found. But this year the total 
will not run much over $63,000,000,000 at current 
estimates, and in the meantime continued pro- 
vision must be made for those who cannot care 
for themselves. Farm income has not risen as 
expected; farm legislation is obviously in need 
of revision, The railroad problem must be 
faced, and an intelligent program obtained for 
aid to the carriers. Perhaps by winter an even 
more serious complication will be confronted 
in the spectre of a world at war. Even today 
bullet-sprayed death is decimating the people 
of Asia and of Europe. Serious defects in the 
neutrality act will require adjustment, particu- 
larly if the Czech troubles deepen again, 

These issues and others require that any 
bitterness left by victory or by defeat be com- 
pletely submerged in the national intérest, It is 
not too much to ask that the principals of the 
now resolved primaries regard these campaigns 
in the light of the innate sportsmanship of the 
American people. The game is over, serious as 
were the fundamentals involved, and there 
should be no place for recrimination. By and 
large, the issues were fairly fought. 

The people of the country have spoken, They 
have selected nominees for the general elections 
in whom they have confidence. The time now 
is for co-operation and a determination of so- 
lutions to national problems, \

the vicissitudes of life that brought it among 
the dingy material of the “old hoss” sale, Espe- 
cially when $20.60 was the total of the “take” 
obtained by Sheriff Mott Aldredge. And the 
company in which it reposed—a dice table and 
poker chips. 

Knowing the old stories of the Confederate 
cavalry it is easy to call up memories which 
might have been associated with this weapon, 
fallen to so low an estate. And wonder how 
many the times this saber flashed in the 
desperate human gamble of war. And how many 
times the dice of life were cast in the heat of 
battle for the bearer of the sword against his 
brothers of the north. 

Today the chips are fallen, but what of yes- 
terday? Some trooper, perhaps, followed Turner 


Ashby, or Wade Hampton, or “Fitz” Lee through . 


the dawns with reddened saber, mourning the 
loss of a friend in the skirmish just fought. But 
for this trusty defender and a staunch arm he, 
too, might have been among those left behind 
in the quickness of the thrust and the retreat. 
Or one who “followed the feather” of Jeb Stuart, 
just as the Scots with slung claymores followed 
another Stuart. Or who rode with the daring 
Morgan in raids that slashed like a surgeon’s 
knife. 

May peace, and an honorable resting place, 
be the lot of this relic of a dim, but glorious 
past.

And, 
for the sake of peace, they have pleaded ironically against the nam- 
ing of Frankfurter to the vacant place of another Jew, the saintly 
and high-minded Benjamin Nathan Cardozo. !. 

* As has been remarked here before, the President is not the man 
to yield to the vulgar brutalities of race hatred or sectarian petti- 
ness. But, presented by the leaders of the Jewish race itself, the 
racial argument against Frankfurter could not fail to have been 


more impressive.

“The United States, 
President Wilson, was much more 
responsible for it than Great Brit- 
ain.”

LEGION DEMANDS 
BIGGER ARMY, NAVY 


Referendum on War Is Op- 
posed; Chicago Selected 
for 1939 Convention. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 21. 
(P)—The American Legion today 
reiterated its demand for a larger 
army, a navy second to none and 
expressed itself as unalterably op- 
posed to a referendum on war. 

“Tf an emergency threatening 
the territory of the United States 
arises,” an adopted resolution said, 
“we want to be so prepared on 
sea and land that battles for de- 
fense be fought as far from the 
American shores. as_ possible so 


that our civilians be not subjected 
to bombardments from foreign- 


ers,”’ 

The report of the national de- 
fense committee in its entirety was 
the high light of the second busi- 
session of the 20th annual 
convention of the Legion held to- 
day in Philharmonic auditorium. 

Chicago was unanimously chos- 
en for the 1939 convention. 

The national defense commit- 
tee’s report recommended: An in- 


crease from 12,760 commissioned 


and 165,000 enlisted personnel. to 
159000 and 180,000, respectively. 
An enlisted regular army reserve 
of 150,000 as against the present 
75,000 also was recommendéd: as 
was aC. M. T. C. with 50,000 


' youths training annually. 


Necessary improvement to our 
present coastal defenses to insure 
protection of our coast and for- 
eign possessions was asked. 

The gradual accumulation in es- 
Sential calibers to meet the -needs 
of approximately 1,000,000 men 
until production can supply rea- 
sonable needs was sought and a 
national guard of 210,000 enlisted 
men with proportionate officers 
was demanded. 

Other demands for the army in- 


| cluded: Increased pay for enlist- 


ed personnel; construction of ade- 
quate barracks: concentration of 
training areas; establishment of a 
$440,000,000 war reserve to meet 
the needs of mobilizing 1,000,000

Even poison ivy has been known 
to run its course and leave the 
victim calm once more, The 


world’s skin diseases seem fatal 
one week and passing the next. 
Some people are so, weary of be- 
ing unhappy, or horrified, or 
seared to death, or in.a state of 
petrified waiting for the end of 
the world, that their hearts won't 
palsy any more or their eyes 
jaundice. They are réconciled at 
last to a dangerous, uncertain, 
shifting world and they are learn- 
ing at last to carry through it a 
plume of courage and philosophy 
which lets them take the whole of 
it in stride. These, in Darwinian 


terminology, are the fit who are 


going to survive. 

- One of the most ominous things 
about Adolf Hitler these days is 
his coiffure. All the pictures of 
him at his historic meeting with 
Neville Chamberlain show him 
with a lock of hair lowered across 
his forehead. It doesn’t make him 
look like Napoleon, but it may 
make him think he does. . 


We are so old that we can re- 
member how determined America 
was to stay out of the World War, 
how all the politicians made stay- 
ing out a plank in their platforms, 


all the orators put it in their pero- 
rations, all the editors demanded 
it in their editorials, and the 


luncheon clubs passed resolutions 
for it. That is why it seems to us 
now that the real hope of staying 
out of war lies in either not hav- 
ing a war to go into or in a rapid 
end to anyone that starts. A pop- 
ular song in the United Stxtes 
just before we entered the war 
was “I Didn’t Raise My Boy To 
Be a Soldier’—but many people 
found a few months later that 
oe had raised their boys for just 
at. 


The last great war told us, 
surely, that no human being any- 
where can tell what compulsions 
of emotion or. economic interest 
or mob psychology may. not draw 
him into the vortéx at any mo- 
ment in spite of strict resolve a 
moment before. 


Fortunately for our country, it 


is not called upon to play such a 
role as Czechoslovakia’s. It is not 
called upon to indicate a willing- 
ness to make war. It is called 
upon to continue the role of brave 
and intelligent “participation” in 
world affairs to which Secretary 
Hull has committed it. At this

littling the British prime minis- 
ter, Neville Chamberlain, and 
promising to fight again for 
Czechoslovakia as they did in 
1917-18. 

Men, Women Weep. 

Men and women wept at what 
they feared was the beginning of 
the end of their independent coun- 
try. 

For many hours the government 
did not know what the night 
might bring, but as the hours of 
excited demonstrations wore on 
without disorder or violence it ap- 
peared any danger of a nationalis- 
tic wave that might upset the gov- 


'ernment had subsided. 


In the Sudeten districts there 
were wild rejoicing, and at Eger 
and Asch, the extreme western 
tip of Czechoslovakia, Sudeten 
German vigilance corps took over 
power, disarming gendarmes and 
customs officials. The streets be- 
came a mass of waving swastikas 
and crowds shouted “Heil Hitler.” 

The government’s announce- 
ment of its capitulation was made 
by radio, and vastly disappointed 
crowds heard it over loud speakers 
in downtown streets in Prague and 
other cities. 

The Czechs, who had stood up 
to Germany in May of this year in 
diplomatic and press clashes over 
Sudeten German incidents, sur- 
rendered tonight, and thousands 
resented the decision. 

There were spontaneous demon- 
strations in the streets in Prague. 
License plates were ripped from 


automobiles of English tourists. It! 
was dangerous to speak English | 


in the milling crowds in some 
streets. 

There were angry shouts of “we 
prefer war,” and parades sprung 
up here and there. 

Calmer judgments soon pre- 
vailed, however, and police man- 
aged the situation efficiently. By 
midnight Czechoslovakia seemed 
resigned to her fate. 

There was drama in the manner 
in which Czechoslovakia  an- 
nounced the sacrifice which may 
have saved the world from war. 

Actor Reads Appeal. 

First an official communique 
was read to the nation. Then a 
beloved actor, Stephan Stepanek, 
read a moving appeal to the citi- 
zens to have faith in the govern- 
ment and avoid disturbances 


“With upright heads into the 
future.” 

Foreign Minister Kamil Krofta 
communicated _his government’s 
acceptance to the French and 
British ministers for quick dis- 
patch to London and Paris. 

The statement issued by the 
government declared the grave 
decision had been reached only 
after Britain and France had said 
they would not aid the menaced 
republic and had warned that de- 
struction would follow if Czecho- 
slovakia failed to give up lands 
inhabited by Germanic peoples. 

Russians Fail Her. 


The statement blamed “dynamic 
political forces emanating from our 
neighboring states” and the fact 
that the Czechoslovaks, if they had 
refused, would have faced “a 
much more powerful adversary.” 

In reply to a suggestion that the 
issue be arbitrated, the Prague 
government declared France and 
Britain had said they were of thé 
“opinion that peace and freedom 
could not be established by such 
a procedure.” 

Even her Soviet Russian ally 
failed her in the hour of need, said 
the government. 

“Inasmuch as Russia was will- 
ing to come to our help only on 
condition that France came first 
and moreover only after the 
League of Nations should have de- 
termined that Czechoslovakia was 
attacked and that Germany was 
the aggressor, we found ourselves 
facing a threat of war menacing 
not only the state, but associated 
nations as a whole.”
